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BCC Grows Over the Years 


Broome Community College, known 
nationwide as an outstanding example of a 
comprehensive community college, was 
established in 1946 as The New York State 
Institute of Applied Arts and Sciences at 
Binghamton. Housed in the old State Armory 
on Washington Street in Binghamton, it of- 
fered four technical curricula. When the 
Armory burnt down in 1951, the facilities were 
quickly moved into Kalurah Temple on 
Washington Street in Binghamton, and then 
overflowed into two other buildings in the city. 


Broome County became the sponsor of the - 


college in 1953, and the school’s name was 
changed to Broome County Technical In- 
stitute. It became the first two year college in 
the State University of New York to have its 
own campus in 1956. Along with the campus 
came another new name, Broome Technical

Degree Programs Available 


Graduates of Broome Community College 
receive associate degrees and the courses. of 
study fall into four general categories as listed 
below. 


The Business curriculum is designed 
primarily to prepare graduates for immediate 
employment. in-Engineering - Secretarial, 
Executive Secretarial, Accounting, Marketing 
Management and Sales, and Business Ad- 
ministration. 


_ There are six areas in the health sciences 
field provided by B.C.C. They are Dental 
Hygiene, Medical Office Assistant, Medical 
Record Technology, Nursing, Medical 
Laboratory Tech. and Radiologic Technology. 


This curriculum is a_university-parellel 
course, designed for the student who wishes to 
transfer to a four-year college or university 
after graduation.

Financial Aid 


Financial aid at BCC is based on need and 


falls into three broad categories—awards, 


loans and part-time work. The awards are 
scholarships and grants that do not have to 
repaid; the loans must be repaid back but the 
_ interest rates are low and repayment does not 
-begin until after one leaves the College; part- 
time work is arranged through the College and 
coordinated with the student’s academic 
schedule. 5

Students are encouraged to use the option of 


taking courses on an audit basis. Any student 
who completes a course by auditing will 
receive the grade AU on their record in place 
of credit grades. They may not receive credit 
for it later unless re-registering in the course 
or challenging it according to the existing 
rules for credit-by-examination. 


Students who register in a course for audit 
are expected to have the necessary 
prerequisites. In this respect students are 
encouraged to make full use of the College’s 
counseling services, but the ultimate decision 
whether or not to enroll for audit shall be the 
students responsibility. Consideration may be 
given to a student’s request for transfer from 
credit to audit status or vice-versa. The end of 


the first week of classes is the deadline for 


such transfer.

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These are the paragraphs that are ap- 
plicable to students in the College’s Rules.and 
Regulations for Maintenance of Public Order 
which are on file with the State of New York 
Board of Regents in accordance with state 
law. 


3. Prohibited Conduct. No person, either 
singly or in concert with others, shall: 


a. Willfully or intentionally cause physical 
injury to any other person, nor threaten to do 
so for the purpose of compelling or inducing 


- such other person to refrain from any act 


which he has a lawful right to do or to do any 
act which he has a lawful right not to do. 

b. Restrain or detain any other person, nor 
remove such person from any place where he 
is authorized to remain. 

c. Willfully or intentionally damage or 
destroy property of the institution or property 
under its jurisdiction, nor remove or use such 
property without authorization. eae 

d. Without permission, expressed or im- 
plied, enter into any private office of an ad- 
ministrative officer, member of the faculty or 
staff member. 

e. Enter upon and remain in any building or 
facility: 

1) For any purpose other than its authorized 
uses. 

2) In such manner as to obstruct its 
authorized. use by others. 

f. Without authorization, remain in any 
building or facility after it is closed. 

g. Refuse to leave any building or facility 
after being requested to do so by an authorized 
administrative officer. 

h. Obstruct the free movement of persons 


.and vehicles in any place to which these rules 


apply. . » . . 

i. Willfully or intentionally disrupt or 
prevent the peace ful and orderly conduct of 
classes, lectures and meetings or interfere 
with the freedom of ‘any person to express his 
views, including invited speakers. 

j. Knowlingly have in his possession upon 
any premises to which these rules apply, any 
rifle shotgun, pistil, revolver, or other firearm 


or weapon without the written authorization of 
the chief administrative officer whether or not 
a license to possess the same has been issued 
to such person. Nee 

k. Willfully incite others to commit any of 
the acts herein prohibited with specific intent 
to procure them to do so. 

1. Obstruct any of the normal activity 
necessary to carry on the functions of the 
college.

m. Use violence toward or against any 
member or guest of the college community.

Alcohol on Campus 


The consumption of alcoholic beverages on 
campus is also illegal, except at mixers or 
other social events which are supervised and 
approved by the Alcohol Board of Control. 
This is an understandable regulation, and not 
really worth violating. Since students are able 
to enter and leave campus at any time during 
the day, and since there are such places as 
Zevan’s and Michael’s where students can 
stop for a beer during the day, there really is 
no point in risking trouble for having alcoholic 
beverages on campus. _ ; 


Fire Drills 


The college is required by state law and 
common sense to conduct unannounced fire 


students and staff are required to vacate the 
building immediately upon hearing the alarm. 
The law also requires that these drills be 
witnessed by local fire department officials 
who file reports.

_ The Student Personnel Office must be kept 
up to date on both local and home addresses. 
Please notify this office immediately of any 
change of address while an undergraduate. 
After graduation, please keep the Alumni

During mixers, and other social events, 
unless otherwise stated, is is also illegal to 


bring alcoholic beverages and smuggle them 
into the area in which the event is being held. 


At most of these events, beer is sold anyway, 
So there is no reason to bring your own. It only 
causes problems, and if too many people 


break the rules, or social events would be 
jeopardized. After all, beer doesn’t cost very 
much at such events, so why risk the hassle? 


Originally Peer Counselling the name has 
been changed this year to Information Inc. 


Information Inc. consists of a Senior Staff 
and the only prerequisites are a 2.5 grade 
average, a good listening ear, and common 
sense to deal with others and their problems.

with. Those involved in picketing and 
demonstration may not, however, engage in 
conduct in violation of the provisions of the 
preceding section. 


5. Penalties. A person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of these rules shall: 


a. If he is a licensee, invitee, or guest, have 
his authorization to remain upon the campus 
or other college property withdrawn and she 
shall be directed to leave the premises. In the 
event of his failure to leave the or refusal to do 
so he shall be subject to ejection or other legal 
process. 


c. If he is a student, be subject to expulsion 
or such lesser disciplinary action as the facts 
of the case may warrant, including suspen- 
sion, probation, loss of privileges, reprimand 
or warning as is hereinafter provided. 


Student Dress 


Broome County College students have 
earned an excellent reputation for their ap- 
pearance and deportment through the years, 
as they have dressed and conducted them- 
selves in good taste. Dress is expected to be 
appropriate to the occasion. 

A particular type of dress may be required 
for laboratories, clinics and gym classes, for 
example, while the dances on major social 
weekends call for suits and sport jackets with 
shirts and ties for the men, the dressy dresses, 
cocktail dresses or evening gowns for the 
women. More casual dress is acceptable at 
social mixers both on and off campus, and 
students have a wider choice for classes. But 
again good taste should be stressed. 


Gambling on Campus 


Gambling is illegal in most public places,

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Located on the second floor of the Wales 
Building, the Student Development Center is 
designed to assist students to increase their 
self-awareness and development as a person. 
Professional counselors work with students in 
the personals, social, vocational, and 
academic areas of life. 


1. Purposes 


a. Personal Counseling. To provide a ser- 


vice of professional assistance in the areas of 


emotional, social, and family concerns, -and 
other areas that affect the total being of that 
person. It may be an expressed concern, or 
one that needs the ability of a professional 
counselor to draw it out. i 


b. Vocational Counseling. To provide 
students with information on various career 
opportunities, and assistance in making wise 
decisions concerning these vocations. This 
form of counseling is designed to help the 
student determine his interests and aptitudes, 


.and to provide him with information to help 


him both before and after making his decision. 

The Student Development Center also 
provides a referral service to people or 
agencies outside of the college who may he of 
further assistance to the student in the area of 
vocational concerns. 

c. To assist students in problem areas of an 
academic nature, such as academic

probation, dismissal, 
problems in individual courses. 


2. What’s in it for the student? 


Any student who feels the need for help in 
any of the above mentioned areas, or just 
needs someone to talk to, can go to the Student 
Development Center. You don’t need an ap- 
pointment; just walk into the office, and any of 
the counselors who are free will sit down and 
talk with you in a confidential and relaxed 
atmosphere. 


The Center also offers various workshops 
and seminars throughout the year. We learn 
about ourselves and each other; how we feel, 
what we think, how we act, how we react to 
others, what is going on in our heads our 
bodies, our emotions. 


Some workshops may meet weekly on 
campus, while others will meet over a 
weekend, in a more personable atmosphere. 
Each group is led by an_ experienced 
facilitator. 

Topics are generated by the Center’s staff 
or from expressed student concerns. If any 
group of students share a common concern 
they should contact a counselor and together 
they can work up a program. 

Topics, locations, and times of on-going 
workshops and seminars will be published 
throughout the academic year. 


Coordinator for Occupational 


Planning and Placement 


Is responsible to the Vice President of 
Student Affairs in the area of planning, 
developing, and evaluating a system for 
career development and placement; assisting 
enrolled students to find partime and full-time 
employment concurrent with their enrollment 
at the college; coordinate with all department 
chairmen in career areas; develop procedures 
for on-campus research and acquire extensive 
knowledge about each particular program 
area and the required courses; emerge as a 
valuable recource person for the future 
directions of the College in career areas; 
engage in a number of off-campus respon- 
sibilities such as making himself-herself well- 
known to physicians and other allied health 


personnel in hospitals and clinics, personnel 


directors, industrial representatives, 
businessmen and other prospective employers 
in the county; develop a program which will 
allow employers to interview job applicants on 
campus; develop a sophisticated research 
program for following up placed graduates via 
a two-pronged model: (1) through the em- 
ployers as to how the graduates are doing in 


their assigned work and (2) through the 


graduates as to how satisfied and well- 
prepared they were for their present jobs; set 
up and maintain a permanent placement file 
for each individual student or alumnus who 
utilizes the services of the office; develop a 
notification system to alert students and 
alumni about job openings; assist students in 
preparing job resumes and instruct students 
about job interviewing and job hunting 
techniques. 


Foreign Students 


The College encourages applications from 
students of other countries who are interested 
in the programs offered at B.C.C. 

As part of the admissions procedure, in- 
ternational students are required to demon- 
strate proficiency in the English language. An 
examination TOFEL may be required. Each 
applicant must present the equivalent of a full 
program of secondary education for ad- 
mission to the College.

A registered Nurse will be on 
hand during these hours, and usually a part- 


time RN as well. During these days from 1- 


p.m.-3 p.m., a physician will be on campus. 

Students may utilize the Health Services 
Center for the following reasons when medical 
problems occur, need someone to talk to, want 
referrals to other agencies, require tetanus 


booster because of injury, have questions | 


regarding medical concerns, need allergy 
injections, have a hangover, need an in- 
surance claim, or a confidential report on 
matters concerning V.D. or Pregnancy tests. 

The head of the center is Mrs. Irene Campo, 
RN. Please note: everyone, on campus is 
entitled to utilize the services offered by the 
Health Services Center. 


Housing 


The college has no dormitory facility and 


assumes no responsibility for student housing. — 


As a service to students, the Student Per- 
sonnel Division maintains an _ up-to-date 
record of housing accommodations which 
landlords submit as being available. The 
College does not inspect, approve, or super- 
vise the premises, or become party to lan- 
dlord-tenant matters. Housing arrangements 

must be made directly by students and 
parents with local landlords. 

Information on leases is also available. The 
most important thing to remember about 
leases is not to sign anything until you have 
read it and completely understand it. 

Housing lists are maintained in the UNION 
building in Mrs. Snover’s Office. 


Emergency Squad 


The purpose of this newly formed team is to 
provide emergency first aid on the College 
Campus and to promote good first aid prac- 
tices among its members. The Squad is open

It is controlled by the Student 
Senate and its many representatives, and is 
disbursed on a basis of need to each 
organization belonging to. Senate. The 
representatives. of all student organizations 
have a vote in any and all matters concerning 
their money (the Student Activity Fee). 

The Activity Fee covers the following: about 
30 clubs, including curriculum clubs; sports, 
including five varsity sports for women, the 
intramurals program; the yearbook; the 
campus newspaper; the literary magazine; 
convocations, mixers, concerts, major 
weekends, movies, and orientation for all 
incoming freshmen. 

Everything covered usually is free to 
students who must present their I.D. cards at 
all events. 

Your activity fee is used to provide a social 
atmosphere on campus which many feel is 
necessary to create a more rounded in- 
dividual.

Mr. Daub is the coach and 
strives to achieve the utmost potential in his 
players. 


Broome Community. College has had win- 
ning cross-country teams through the years.

Broome C.C. offers women five Varsity 
sports to participate in. Any women in any 
curriculum are encouraged to try out.

They also compete 
against Keystone Junior College in Penn- 
sylvania in Field Hockey and Basketbail.

Tennis-Last year’s ’73 Women’s Varsity 
Tennis team was off to a fair start with only 
eight girls showing up for the first meeting. 
NJCAA teams are made up of four singles 
players and a doubles team. Positions were 
determined by a ladder with the top four girls 
playing singles. Although they won only one 
match as a team, they rarely lost 5-0. Some of 
the stiffest competition came from other 


community colleges as Monroe, Hudson 


Valley, Morrisville, and Mohawk Valley. The 
only school Broome was able to defeat was

have hopes for a stronger team next year.

- One building on campus in which most 
students will probably end up spending quite a 
lot of time is called The SUB. SUB stands for 
Student Union Building, and is not to be con- 
fused with THE UNION, which is the student 
recreation building. The name SUB is 
misleading, since the building was originally 
named the Student Center. 

The SUB houses the bookstore, locker 
rooms, gym, little theater, and the cafeteria. 
We will now give you a brief rundown of each 
service offered in the Student Center. 


The bookstore is run by the college’s 
Faculty-Student Association. All books used in 
class are available in the bookstore, along 
with supplies such as paper, pens, notebooks, 
and related paraphernalia. The bookstore also 
sells birthday cards, T-shirts and jackets with 
BCC emblems on them, and small gift type - 


items. The manager of the store is Mr. Gary | 


Finch. The hours of operation are 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. and are subject to change. 


The gym is used for various activities, in- 
cluding basketball, volleyball, gym classes, 
concerts, and exams. The gym is maintained 
by the Physical Education Department and 
the Athletic Board of Control. 


Accessible from the hallway on the far side 
of the building, across from the Athletic Of- 
fice. Students may use locker rooms for gym 
classes and inter-collegiate athletics, along 
with intramurals. There is a ladies’ and men’s 
locker room for convenience. 


This is where the BCC PLAYERS hold most 
of their productions, and though seating 
capacity is quite limited, the Little Theater is 
well-equipped for stage productions. Movies 
are also shown,and sometimes guest speakers 
give lectures there. 


The modern looking building is the library. 
There are two floors of books for student use. 
The reference section and card catalog are 
located on the main floor. The hours are from 
8:00 a.m. to 10:00 p.m. Monday-Thursday, 
Friday from 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Saturday 
the schedule is 8:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. and 
Sunday the Library opens its doors at 4:00 
p.m. until 10:00 p.m. 


For those of you who may be interested, 
there is a building on this campus devoted 
entirely for you. This building is the Union. On 


_ the campus map it is referred to as the Social 


Activities Building. House’ within the con- 
fines of this humble structure are three ping 
pong tables, two bumper pool tables, three 
4%x9 pool tables, a very extraordinary 
machine called air hockey, and fooseball. 
There are also offices in the Union for 
CITADEL, the college year book, FULCRUM, 
the college newspaper, Social Activities 
Chairman, Student senate President, and 
finally the Coordinator of Student Activities, 
Mr. MacGregor (Mac for short). The Union 
also has a lounge for use by the students, anda 
few vending machines. These machines stock 
the bare essential for existing on campus, 


Coke, Candy, and Cigarettes (the three C’s). 


The Union periodically runs tournaments in 
Ping Pong, Billiards Bumper pool, and this 
year Air Hockey. Fees for the tourneys vary 
with the game. 

The Union is open for use by students 


Monday through Friday. The hours for use 


are: Monday-Thursday, 8 a.m to 7:00 p.m. and 
Fridays from 9:00 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

There is a nominal charge to the student for 
use of equipment and that charge is as 
follows: 


BILLIARDS .25 cents per half hour per person 
PING PONG .10cents per half hour per person 
BUMPER POOL. .. .15 cents each per half hour 
per person. 


These rates apply for all students; quests of 
students and all faculty and staff is double. 

Your are responsible for your own time and 
will be charged accordingly; therefore if you 
play for forty-five minutes you will be charged 
for an hour, Simple, huh?

7. If you do not have an ID but your fellow 
player does, you will be charged double for use 
of equipment. 


8. Any Club or Campus Organization may rent 
the Union for an evening. For more details see 
Mr. Snover in the Union Building. 


Traffie Regulations 


1. Many people are concentrated into a 
small area during a typical school day on 
campus. It is imperative, therefore, that there 
be NO SPEEDING, dragging, or reckless 
driving. It is equally important that all traffic 
rules be strictly adhered to. The campus 
SPEED LIMIT IS 20 MHP. Students are also 
cautioned against speeding or driving 
recklessly on the roads adjacent to the 
campus, as the surrounding area is heavily 
populated with small children. 


2. PARKING AREAS are divided into three 
categories—for students, staff members, 
faculty, and visitors. Please observe these 
distinctions. Students should never park 
outside of the areas reserved for them. 


3. PARKING IS PROHIBITED: 

a. Ten (10) feet on each side of hydrants. 
b. Directly in front of sidewalks. 

c. In all unmarked areas. 


4. IDENTIFICATION OF VEHICLES: 

a. Each vehicle parked on campus must 
display a parking permit on the LEFT side of 
the rear bumper. 

b. During registration, all students with 


motor vehicles must. puuchase a parking. 


permit. After registration, these permits may 


~be purchased in the Student Personnel Office 


in the Darwin R. Wales Building. Any changes 
of vehicle must be recorded within one week of 
the change. 

c. When a student drives a vehicle other 
than the one he has registered, he must fill out 
a Temporary Campus Parking Permit, in 
duplicate. These are available in the Student 
Personnel Office. One copy of the permit has 
to be placed inside the vehicle facing the rear 
window. 


5. PARKING PROCEDURES: 

Students will park in.those areas designated 
for student parking. 

a. Park between lines in parking lots. - 

b. Park perpendicular to the direction of 
traffic when parking in area J, with car

c. Donot back in, as it is essential that one’s 
parking sticker, which is on the rear bumper, 
be easily visible to the campus traffice officer.

c. EXCESSIVE SPEED, reckless driving 
and noisy mufflers: same schedule of fines as 
above. All violations will be handled by the 
Student Judicial Council or the Vice-President 
for Student Affairs. 

d. Failure to either pay a traffic summons at 
the Finance Office or appeal the summons at 
the Vice-President for Student Affairs Office 
within one week will result in an additional 
fine of $2.00 for each week that the summons 
remains unanswered. Any student who has not 
paid or properly appealed a summons will not 
be permitted to register for the following 
term. 

e. Terminating students who refuse to 
respond to a traffic summons either by paying 
or appealing it will have their names placed on 
a 30-day delay list. Being on the 30-day delay 
list will prevent students from having their 
transcripts and placement materials for- 
warded to employers and other institutions of 
post secondary education for a period of not 
less than 30 days after termination or 
graduation. 

f. Should any student have a second con- 
secutive summons to which he-she does not 
respond within a week, the Vice-President for 
Student Affairs will recommend that the 
student be suspended from classes until both 
the first and second summons are resolved.
